SYNOPSIS 


(Not for publication ) 


In one violent hour, the world of a proud, arrogant ex- 
Green Beret captain named Slaughter (JIM BROWN) 
blows up. A bomb kills his mother and fatally wounds 
his father. At the hospital in Cleveland, Slaughter, grief- 
stricken, repulses an aggressive, beautiful black girl, Kim 
Walker (MARLENE CLARK), who says she’s a maga- 
zine photographer. 

Picking up a gun at home, Slaughter visits his father’s 
white mistress, Jenny (MARION BRASH), a Syndicate 
contact like Slaughter senior, to demand the killer’s 
name. Shots through a window fell Jenny. Dying, she 
reveals the mob will fly the killer out that night and 
Slaughter charges in pursuit. 

At an airstrip he surprises three thugs loading a light 
plane, kills one, wrecks the plane, but one escapes. Wait- 
ing police take Slaughter to the station where A. W. Price 
(CAMERON MITCHELL) a bigotted federal cop tells 
Slaughter his attack destroyed Syndicate ledgers the gov- 
ernment had trailed for a year. Price offers him a deal: 
either take a murder rap, or help find the Syndicate’s 
nerve center — and the escaped killer — somewhere in 
South America. Slaughter, checkmated, signs a confes- 
sion and agrees to go. 

At a South American airport, Kim — actually a U.S. 
agent — meets Slaughter. In his hotel he fights a man 
who proves to be another agent, Harry Bastoli (DON 
GORDON). His mission is to find a secret computer, the 
brain of the Syndicate’s world-wide operation. 

Meanwhile mob lieutenant Domonick Hoffo (RIP 
TORN) sends his svelte, blonde girlfriend, Ann Cooper 
(STELLA STEVENS) to deliver substitute ledgers to 
Mario Felice (NORMAN ALFE), local Syndicate boss, 
at his casino headquarters near the capital. Hoffo follows. 

Though Harry urges caution, Slaughter boldly goes to 
the casino to see Felice and meets Ann. The next day 
Harry and Kim, spotting Felice in a black limousine, trail 
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him to a skyscraper washroom where Harry slugs a mob- 
ster and discovers “Felice” is just a dummy decoy. 

Ann is sent as bait to live at Slaughter’s hotel. Furious, 
Hoffo watches Ann and Slaughter dally at poolside, each 
obviously drawn to the other. Disobeying Felice, Hoffo 
phones Frank Morelli (ROBERT PHILLIPS) in Los 
Angeles to fly down and kill Slaughter. Driving, Frank 
and Eddie (BUDDY GARION) another mobster, try to 
crush Slaughter. He escapes to confront Ann, who denies 
she knew about the contract and pleads to stay with him. 
They make love passionately. That night Slaughter and 
Harry plant a camera under Felice’s limousine to trace 
the computer. Using the photos they find the hidden 
complex out in the deserted countryside. 

At the computer complex Hoffo and Frank kill a man 
loyal to Felice. Felice phones Slaughter, promising to 
deliver the man he wants at the casino that night, in ex- 
change for silence. But Hoffo moves to seize control. 
Felice discovers Hoffo has moved the computer data to 
another location. To clinch their victory, Hoffo, Frank 
and Eddie kill Felice putting Hoffo in power. 

At a war council with Kim and Harry, Slaughter re- 
fuses to wait for help before making the assault on the 
computer complex. He speeds to the villa, kills Frank 
and saves Harry. who has been wounded. But Hoffo es- 
capes, roaring off in a car after blowing up the computer. 

Slaughter pursues in another car until Hoffo’s car 
plunges into a ravine and overturns, rupturing the gas 
tank. Slaughter descends on foot. Hoffo lies trapped in 
the wreckage, spilled gasoline oozing nearer. Slaughter 
now knows who killed his parents. Hoffo screams for 
help. But Slaughter flips a flaming cigaret lighter onto the 
gas tank. A blast annihilates the car and Hoffo. 

His mission accomplished, Price tears up Slaughter’s 
murder confession. At the road, Kim and Price watch 
Slaughter drive away.

STELLA STEVENS TRIES A 
NEW ROLE IN ‘SLAUGHTER’ 


Versatile Stella Stevens, who 
refuses to be typecast for long, be 
it comedy, glamor or heavy dra- 
ma, breaks new ground as a 
gangster’s mistress thrown head- 
long into an explosive affair with 
a black man in American Inter- 
national Pictures’ new feature 
film, “Slaughter,” starring Jim 
Brown in the title role which

plays Ann _ Cooper, 
blonde, beautiful and worldly, in 
as physically-demanding a role 
as any in her career, ranging 
from actual combat with Rip 
Torn to bikini-clad underwater 
scenes with Brown, all punctu- 
ated by travel in jets and fast 
cars. 

Still young with some 20 
screen roles to her credit, Stella 
recently completed “Stand Up 
and Be Counted,” a contempo- 
rary comedy on women’s libera- 
tion for Columbia with Stella 
rebelling at being a mere sex ob- 
ject. Earlier, she played a small- 
town prostitute in love with dere- 
lict Jason Robards, Jr., in “The 
Ballad of Cable Hogue.” 

She was a nun in “Where An- 
gels Go... Trouble Follows!” 
and an unbalanced ingenue in 
“The Mad Room,” a gay young 
sophisticate tweaking Dean Mar- 
tin in “How To Save A Marriage 
... And Ruin Your Life” and 
Dean Martin’s Girl Friday in his 
first Matt Helm detective opus, 
“The Silencers.” 

“Slaughter,” which was filmed 
entirely in the Mexico City area, 
marks Stella’s third picture to 
be shot south of the border. She 
co-starred with Glenn Ford in 
“El Mal” and, on Acapulco lo- 
cation, in “Sol Madrid.”

FOOTBALL-TO-FILMS STAR 
HEADLINES “SLAUGHTER” 


Jim Brown stars in his tenth 
motion picture, American Inter- 
national’s “Slaughter,” a violent 
tale of a black loner compelled 
to accept teamwork, both white 
and black, for sheer survival 
which opens at the 
eee te Theatre. 

“Slaughter,” with Jim in the 
title role as an ex-Green Beret 
unwittingly fighting computer- 
ized crime, follows “The Grass- 
hopper,” in which Jim starred as 
an ex-footbal] hero, though his 
previous films, with widely vary- 
ing characterizations, had not 
touched on the pre-Hollywood ca- 
reer of the greatest running back 
football has ever known. 

Jim Brown was born on San 
Simon Island, off the Georgia 
coast, and came north at the age 
of seven with his family to New 
York State. At Syracuse Uni- 
versity (A.B., 1957) Jim major- 
ed in physical education with a 
music minor, was an All-Ameri- 
can halfback in football and All- 
American center midfielder in la- 
crosse, 

The Cleveland Browns immedi- 
ately tapped Jim, and over nine 
seasons in 118 games he gained 
a total of 12,312 yards. Among 
his records: Leading the league 
in rushing eight times; scoring 
the most touchdowns rushing 
(106), and scoring the most 
touchdowns (126). He was also 
All-Pro fullback every season he 
played. In 1964 he won the 
$10,000 diamond-studded Hickok 
Belt as the professional athlete 
of the year. 

20th Century-Fox began to 
woo, Jim in 1968, when he was 
in Los Angeles for an all-star 
game. He did not plunge into a 
screen career, however. But after 
the 1964 season he decided on 
“Rio Conchos” as a_ one-shot, 
found he liked acting — and both 
studio and public liked him. His 
reception in the hugely success- 
ful “The Dirty Dozen” finally de- 
cided him on films. 

In swift succession he has been 
seen in “The Mercenaries,” “Ice 
Station Zebra,” “Riot,” Dark Of 
The Sun,” “The Split” and Ralph 
Nelson’s “tick... “tick... tick.” 

Sharing cast honors with Jim 
in the American International re- 
lease are Stella Stevens, Rip Torn 
and Cameron Mitchell. 


CAMERON MITCHELL FEA- 
TURED IN “SLAUGHTER” 


Cameron Mitchell, whose resid- 
uals after four seasons of a suc- 
cessful television series now allow 
him the luxury — for an -actor — 
of being able to turn down job

Mitchell, a truly itinerant actor 
who has worked on both sides of 
the Iron Curtain, agreed to do

after a blood bath of baddies. 

Fans of several continents, 
happily crying “Uncle Buck!”, 
now recognize Mitchell on sight 
in the street, after his co-star- 
ring stint in NBC-TV’s Western, 
“High Chaparral.” Following 
four “Chaparral” years and con- 
tinued re-runs in some 20 coun- 
tries, Mitchell has recently guest- 
ed on 18 other network shows and 
completed two features, “Buck 
and the Preacher,” the Sidney 
Poitier-Harry Belafonte starrer 
marking Poitier’s directing de- 
but, and Orson Welle’s marathon, 
still filming, ‘The Other Side of 
the Wind.”
